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The Lessons of New Hampshire 


Although the effect on the national pic- 
ture is not conclusive by any means, the 
results of the New Hampshire election may 
indicate a trend which will place some new 
faces in Washington and a new chief execu- 

_tive in the White House after the November 
elections. ° 

There are some conclusions which can 
be drawn safely from the vote. In the first 
place, it is a definite endorsement of the 
present foreign policy of the United States. 
New Hampshire voters have rejected isola- 
tionism in their rejection of Robert Taft and 
in their approval of General Eisenhower. 

In the second place, the vote represents a 
rejection of the domestic conduct of the pres- 
ent administration and a strong reaction 
against the scandals, cor- 
ruption and waste for which 
it gets the blame. Kefauver'’s 
popular vote majority and 
his winning of all the Dem- 
ocratic delegates is an ap- 
peal for honesty in govern- 
ment. It reflects the people’s 
anxiety over the scandals 
coming out of Washington. 

We have maintained, and 
history bears us out, that if 
the people are given the in- 
formation on which to base 
their decisions, they will rise up and revolt 
at the ballot box against conditions which 
they do not approve. Similarly, they will 
approve that which they determine to be 
best for the country and its inhabitants. 

This they have done in New Hampshire. 
Regardless of the personalities of the candi- 
dates involved, we feel that the major issues 
decided were those concerning foreign pol- 
icy and corruption in government. 

In both instances, in the ranks of Repub- 
licans as well as Democrats, the most sur- 
prising result was the revolt against the

Literature used against General Eisen- 
hower in New Hampshire has been described 
as the product of depraved and irresponsible 
minds. We would ask, then, why does the 
honored Republican Party allow such tactics?

We hope sincerely that we have seen 
and heard the last of such tactics with the 
New Hampshire primary. We want the voters 
to know the truth and to express their 
choices on merits and standards of the can- 
didates, not because of circulation of packs 
of dirty creations, reply to which would in- 
jure the dignity of the man attacked. 

Use of such gutter-level methods is a 
discredit to any candidate or any political 
party.

Where religious freedom is the practice, 
the churches are gaining. 

Since 1926, while the population gain in 
this country was 28.6 per cent, membership 
in the 67 largest religious bodies increased 
59.8 per cent. Numerically, church mem- 
bership in the past 24 years went from 53, - 
397,575 to 85,319,274. 

A statistical report from the National 
Council of Churches of Christ in the United 
States, source of the above figures, shows 
that among the major faiths, Protestantism 
made the greatest gain with increases total- 
ing 63.7 per cent. There are 53.9 per cent 
more Catholics in the land than there were 
25 years and 22.5 more Jews.

They prove that 
a Southerner can win support in the North 
and East. They foretell also a growing oppo- 
sition to present party control and to Presi- 
dent Truman. The revolt could reach such 
proportions that control would pass from the 
present leadership, in which case Russell 
will make a strong bid to take it over with 
support certain to come from outside the 
South. 

This opening skirmish in the presiden- 

campaign indicates a lively election 
year. It does not throw automatically the 
nomination to Eisenhower or Kefauver. Both 
the Democratic and Republican parties have 
strong candidates contending for the nomi- 
tion. This in itself ought to assure capable 
and effective leadership for the next four 
years.

I discover that during

federal and state. At a glance this would seem to leave the earn- 


ings from the other six months’ 


work for myself, 


but that is not 


the case. Roughly two-fifths of this remainder is committed to em- 
ployees and dependents, to taxes other than the income taxes, and 
to insurance. I find that, for myself, I can figure on about 30 per 
cent of the income, most of which I earn by very hard, exacting 


work. 

The companies which pay me 
a little income in stock divi- 
dends all pay income taxes be- 
fore I come in for my share. 
Some of them have obligations 
to pay large pensions to high- 
salaried executives who rigged 
these deals for themselves at 
the expense of us stockholders, 
in their board-meetings. In some 
cases, the lesser employees of 
the companies have been let in 
for pensions, too. 


The executives began to de- 
velop social conscience after 
they had voted themselves the 
big fat pensions. The unions 
sakil that there was no human 
or social difference between a 
chairman or a vice-president 
at a big desk and a manual 
worker at a lathe, for ex- 
ample. This embarrassed the 
high executives so they took 
the broad, humane view and 
signed up. That is, they com- 
mitted us stockholders, who 
had bought the stock with 
money we had saved by self- 
denial, after paying our taxes 
and meeting our family re-— 
sponsibilities, to pay  pen- 
sions to the horny-handed 
types. 


But nobody ever has brought 
in any proposal of pensions for 
us stockholders. We don’t be- 
gin to figure at all until federal 
and state taxes of all kinds and 
pensions for executives and toil- 
ers have been paid. Then we get 
our dividends if there is any 
money left. We take all the risk. 

So, the first 70 cents of every 
dollar I get is ear-marked, most 
of it for “government.” I don't 
get a sandwich or a roof to 
shelter me from the snow or rain 
until I am taxed down to the 
last 30 cents of each dollar. 

This comes home to me with 
particular poignance over here 
in Europe. In my recent inqui- 
ries at Bonn and Bad Godesberg, 


on the Rhine, I found State de- . 


partment errand boys—errand 
boys, mind you, although they 
are called couriérs—getting $60 
a week and free living quarters 
in new, model furnished apart- 
ments paid for by my income 
taxes and yours. It is the fash- 
ion now to build modernistic 
apartment houses to accommo- 
date the hordes of parasites who 
make up the unseen bureauc- 


racy of our State department 
in the far places of the world. 


I don’t like to be personal 
about these types. There may be 
some competent people among 
them who could get by off a 
campus or outside a political edi- 
fice, but I will tell you this, 
tnat the majority are true New 
Deal Washington leeches. You 
sprinkle bug-powder in one de- 
partment and they scurry 
through the cracks to another. 
Strike down one department 
absolutely and another depart- 
ment opens up in the same 
premises with the same people. 

The American Army and Air 
Force are outrageously pam- 
pered with family allowances 
and = special! “commutations” 
which made these the most ex- 
pensive forces in the history of 
arms, even before the recent 
proposals of new raises. A 
group picture which reached 
Europe the other day showed 
a woman with nine children, 
the family of an Air Force ser- 
geant, who were fixing to go to 
England: If any sergeant is 
worth the cost that such a fam- 
ily imposes on the public, he 
shouldn’t be a sergeant but at 
least a major general. But no 
sergeant is worth that much, 
And, anyway, why send him 
overseas where he is automatic- 
ally entitled to the expensive 
family accommodations that the 
stupid regulations lay down?

Carolina when he spoke here the other day.

Carolina as the most progressive state of the South and and have 
sent delegations to North Carolina to study its methods of doing 


state business. 


After listening to Governor Scott's recital of the 


North Carolina program, which was very good, we were impressed 
again that Georgia isn’t doing so badly. 


Eighty-five per cent of the 
farm homes in the Tar Heel 
State have electricity, Gover- 
nor Scott told the Atlanta Ro- 
tary Club. Turning to Gover- 
nor Talmadge, he asked what 
percentage of Georgia farms 
have electricity. “Ninety per 


cent,” Governor Talmadge re- 
plied. 


Scott said that North Caro- 
lina is following -Georgia’s 
example and is considering 
building two state ports. 
Georgia is already building 
one state port. Scott admit- 
ted that Georgia has done 
more with ite water resources 
than North Carolina has. 


North Carolina has built 102 
rural hospitals during the past 
three years, Scott reported. 
Georgia has built about the 
same number of rural hospitals, 
and is now set to build a huge 
state general hospital at Au- 
gusta. North Carolina has a 
$200,000,000 school building 
program under way; Georgia is 
launching a $120,000,000 school 
building program. 

North Carolina, with almost 
a million more population than 
Georgia, has a state budget of 
$252,000,000 and will end the 
year with a $17,000,000 surplus. 
Georgia is spending $212,000,- 
000 and now has a $13,000,000 
surplus. 


There is one. thing North 
Carolina is doing that Georgia 
isn’t. North Carolina has issued 
bonds for $154,000,000 worth of 
roads. Georgia builds roads on 
a pay-as-you-go basis. How- 
ever, Georgia has created an 
authority to build a 45-mile toll 
road. All in all, Georgia is be- 
ginning to rival progressive 
North Carolina as a builder.

Fred L. Cox, director of the 
state income tax special assess- 
ments with the State Revenue 
Department, is attracting na- 
tional attention as a writer of 
tax articles.

The ideal plan would 
be for the states to abandon 
their tax altogether and have 
the Federal Government appor- 
tion back to the states a per- 
centage of the federal taxes, he 
says. The Federal Government 
already has exploited this taxa- 
tion to the breaking point, he 
points out. 


Doubting that this plan would 
be approved, however, Cox sug- 
gests as an alternate plan hav- 
ing Congress set a uniform 
standard for state income taxa- 
tion—“lay down a line over 
which no state could step.”

WANT NEW LEADERS 

Nevertheless, the gentlemen who 
devote their lives to a study of 
these things seemed to agree Wed- 
nesday night on these conclusions 
about Tuesday's balloting: 

It was a demand by a record pri- 
mary vote—though by an_infini- 
tesimal fraction of the national 
electorate—for new leaders in com- 
mand of the executive branch of 
the federal government. 


It was a cry that ‘Truman 
must go’’ and a warning to the 
President's political leaders that 
their popularity will decline too if 
they insist on his candidacy. 


TRUMAN MAY FIGHT 


It was support for the slogan, 
assiduously circulated by Senator 
Taft's political oppponents, that 
“Taft can’t win.”’ 

It undoubtedly moved Senator 
Taft further away from the presi- 
dential nomination, but it may 
have brought President Truman 
closer to it, for the guess of poli- 
ticians here is that this is precisely 
the kind of rebuke that might an- 
ger Mr. Truman and encourage 
him to fight back as he did in 
1948. 

It was a ‘battle won for General 
Eisenhower, but not a campaign, 
and the general's national cam- 
paign organization.will have to be 
greatly improved if he is to follow 
up effectively the psychological ad- 
vantage gained here. 


MAP TACTICS WITH IKE 


On this last point, incidentally, it 
is understood that Gen. Lucius D. 
Clay, former U. S. commander in 
Germany, will go*to Paris Thurs- 
day to report to General Eisen- 
hower on political developments 
here, and to discuss with him the 
reorganization. of the Eisenhower 
campaign under Paul G. Hoffman, 
president of the Ford Foundation. 

A few facts will illustrate the 
emphatic nature of the gpinions 
expressed by the New Hampshire 
Republican voters here and serve 
as a basis for analysis of the 
meaning of this campaign. 

Eisenhower carried every city in 
the state except Manchester. Of 
the 221 polling places in the rural 
areas and the small towns, which 
were regarded as conservative Taft 
strongholds, Eisenhower carried

senator. Three others—at Deering, 
Epping, and Piermont, were tied. 


WENT AGAINST TAFT 


Though Taft wen 12 of the 14 
Manchester wards and took the 
lead here with a city margin of 
868 votes, the three prominent 
college and academy towns of 
Hanover (Dartmouth College), 
Exeter (Phillips Exeter Academy) 
and Durham (University of New 
Hampshife), gave Eisenhower an 
edge of 1,413, more than wiping 
out the Taft advantage gained 
in Manchester.

This is the era of the working 
woman. Today there are nineteen 
and a half million women who | 
-work outside the home. More 
than half this number are mar- 
ried and the bulk of them are, 
middle-aged. The median age, 
according to statistics, is 36. 

‘‘We are working women, and 
there are few places to eat. 
Lunch counters do not serve 
anything to help a girl keep her 
figure. The places where we can 
afford to eat provide nothing but 
sandwiches, cakes and pies. Car- 
rying lunch presents a problem 
too . . . it amounts to taking a 
sandwich and an apple.”’ 

Start with that sandwich, the 
mainstay of the carried lunch. 
A sandwich can pack a lot of 
calories, or be satisfying and 


The dieter can 
choose a high protein bread, 
thinkly sliced.

Vary the fruit... have a 
bunch of grapes, a ripe banana, 
a fresh pear, a tangerine, an 
easy-to peel orange.

Women who work 
all day certainly need an ade- 
quate lunch, but even the carried 
lunch can fit into a diet.

Around the tables in the grill 
of the Havana Country Club, 
business men from other coun- 
tries who operate in Cuba prob- 
ably were not very surprised at 
the coup of Gen. Fulgencio Ba- 
tista.

And Eatin’ o’ the Green

Fetch the shamrocks, the harps and clay pipes again for very 
soon now comes the feast day of old Saint Pat himself, begorra. 
Even if Irish tradition isn’t part of your family tree, let the 


luck of the Irish come into your home. 


This is the day to cook with 


a “green hand’’ so it will look like all the leprechauns in Ireland 


had a part in it. 

The eatin’ o’ the green can be 
done in many ways. Green pea 
soup, minted pineapple juice, or 
grapefruit mint cocktail makes 
a proper emerald opening.

IRISH CHARACTER 

Few cities can boast a more 
loyal Irishman than Mike Lynch, 
chief of the DeKalb Fire Depart- 
ment, who takes time off to lead 
the traditional one-man parade 
around the Decatur courthouse 
square. 

A custom started in 1899 by 
the late Maury Mable. ‘‘Mike,”’ 
who came to this country from 
County Leitrim, West Ireland, is 
the picture of his native land 
when he parades in silk top hat, 
winged collar, green tie, frock- 
tailed coat, striped trousers, 
shamrock boutonniere—and the 
shillelagh. 


POTATOES, OF COURSE 

Mrs. Lynch knows which side 
her shamrock is buttered on and 
one of their favorite dishes is 
made with, you guessed it, 
potatoes. 

She cooks 6 potatoes and 2 
parsnips, each separately, then 
drains them and mashes them to- 
gether with some minced onion, 
salt, pepper and ‘‘quite a bit of 
butter.”’ 

This fluffy mixture is sprinkled 
with paprika and served with any 
meat or poultry. 

Speaking of potatoes, ‘‘Boxty 
on the griddle, boxty in the pan— 
if you can’t make good boxty 
then ye’ll never get your man.”’ 
That's the Irish jingle about po- 
tato pancakes on St. Pat's 
morning.

1 cup mashed potatoes 
(2 medium) 

1 cup grated raw potatoes 

1 cup sifted flour 

4% teaspoon soda 

1 teaspoon salt 

&% cup buttermilk (about) 

Melted shortening
